In tie next public communication of the 
Prefident, we find a propofal to relinquith 
all the internal revenue, upona ‘“ rea/onable 
ground of confidence that the remaining four- 
ces would be adequate to fupportthe govern- 
ment, to pay the interest of the public debt, 
and difcharge the principal in thorter periods 
than the /aws or general expeétation had con- 
templated.” 

It is obvious to remark upon this, that the 
laws had afligned no limited period for the re- 
demption of the debt ; they had made provi- 
fions tor paying the intereft, and gradually re- 
deeming the principal, which upon a moder- 
ate calculation, would be effeéted within a- 
bout twenty years. But is it not ftrange, ad- 
mitting Mr. Jeflerfon’s confidence to be rea- 
fonable, that he fhould be willing to prolong 
an evil to its fartheft limits, when, by feizing 
this golden vpportunity, he could tharten its 
duration ? Why not avail himfelf of this for- 
tunate crifis, to difplay his patriotifm, and 
give one inftance of coincidence between 

rofeflions and pragtices ? Perhaps this might 
foes happened, had not dear popularity whif- 
pered that her intereft would be the beft pro- 
moted by the repeal of taxes.—But in this 
inftance, at leaft, her fuggeftions have prov- 
ed falfe and delufive; for the facrifice of ex- 
pediency and right have more than balanced 
her flimfy pretenfions. She is ftript of her 
gorgeous apparel, her tinfel charms are vanilh- 
ing and fhe will foon appear to be that hag, 
fo difgufting to pure and elevated minds. 


The inexpediency of the repeal propofed 
by Mr. Jefferfon, and a€tually made by his 
friends in Congrefs, is interred from the im- 
menfe lofs occafioned,by breaking up a fure 
and well organized fource of revenue, and 
the inability to meet the engagements, and 
the ufual expences of the government, which 
will be the inevitable refult of this meafure. 
It is not within the compafs of our defign, in 
thefe papers to detail the arguments and cal- 
culations which prodnee this refult ; but we 
refer to the fpeeches in Congres, particular- 
ly to that of Mr. Grifwold in which it appears 
that taking fuch eftimates and calculations as 


| have been admitted by both parties to be cor- 


reft, with thofe made by Meffis. Gallatin, 
Randolph and others, the abolition of the in- 
ternal revenues will infure az annual deficit 
of nearly one million ef dollars.—This con- 
clufion admits the reduétions made in the 
naval and military department, but excludes

expences, which are conftantly arifing under 
every government.— Where then are the re- 
venues for paying the debt? ~ 

Again—A law of Congrefs, paffed on the 
third of March, 1-95, provides, that all /ur- 
pluffes of revenue, which thall remain at the 
end ot the year, and which at the next {effion 
of Co $ fhall not be otherwife appropri- 
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ated or referved by law, fhall 1p/o fa@o be. 
come a part of the fnking fund. ‘This fund 
by other provifions, was vefted in certain 
commiffioners, for the exprefs purpofe of pay 
ing the intereft and redeeming the principal of 
the public debt, and was to remain inviola. 
ble until the redemption fhould be accom. 
plithed. Again, by other laws, often recog. 
nized and fangtioned by Congrefs, we find 
the duties of impoft, and the excife on diftil- 
led fpirits, the very tax which has been abol- 
ifhed, folemnly pledged and mortgaged for 
the fecurity of public creditors. ‘The avails 
of thefe taxes have been fet apart by the gov. 
ernment, under all the force and folemnity 
it could give fora regular payment of the in- 
tereft and a gradual redemption of the princi- 
pal of the debt. —The only qualifications an- 
nexed tothefe two provifians of Congrefs, 
are sft, that all annual furpluffes of revenue 
thall 26/0 fa@o make a part of the finking fund 
unle/s otherwife referved or appropriated by 
law, and 2dly that the impoft and excife on 
diftilled {pirits or other /ources of revenue 
of equal amount, fha}| be appropnated to the 
payment of the intereft and principal. Nei- 
ther of thefe conditions includes the right* to 
aboiifh the tax upon diftilled 
fore ftood pledged by a& of 


late annihilation, 


But to banifh all forebodings of evil, and 
to heal the wounds of national faith, here isa 
bill with the {plendid title of “* prowifon for 
paying of the whole public debt of the Uni- 
ted States.’’ Here we cannot forbear to no- 
tice the ec/at with which this bill was intro- 
duced, and the high credit which the minifte- 
rialifts aflumed for this a€t of legiflation. It 
was fuddenly blazoned in every newfpaper, 
and ‘ provifion fer paying the whole debt” 
every where met the eyes in flaring capitals. 
Their facred regard to public faith was pro- 
claimed by ten thoufand tongues, their pro- 
vifion for its prefervation were trumpeted in 
every corner, One would have thought from 
the reception of its friends, that the bill was 
a work of /upererogation, not that of com- 
mon honefty and juftice ; an exuberance of 
virtue, not its ufual and fleady courfe. But 
when we know that this very bill, with its 
impofing title, contains provifions for re- 
loaning to an indefinite period, the whole of 
the Dutch debt, amounting to nine millions 
of dollars, we fet down all thofe expreffions 
of complacency and triumph, as the tribute 
hypocrify pays to virtue.—If the bill had been 
in fa&t what it pretended to be, why fhould it 
be the fubje&t of eulogium ? Would a com- 
mon aét of juftice ina national legiflature be 
thought worthy of fuch marked applaufe ?

the minifterialifts then hold the language of 
praife ? Their ‘Motives are too obvious to be 
mifunderftood. 

The provifion for a re-loan of the Dutch 
debt is an additional proot, drawn from our 
adverfaries, that the prefent revenues, will 
not be fufficient to detray the ordinary expen- 
ces of the government, and to furnifh the pro- 
pofed fum for the finking fund. Mr. Galla- 
tin, who probably formed the bill, felt the 
neceflity of introducing fome provifion, which 
fhould prevent an a€tual, immediate experi- 
ment of the new fyflem of economy. He 
muft have ieen, that, after dedufting the a- 
mount of the internal taxes, and making ve- 
ry moderate allowances for che diminution of 
revenue from impoft, contingencies, draw- 
back, &c. inclading all the /avings of our 


_fiving adminiftration, the time might too foon 


arrive, when the bubble muft burft, and the 
fecret be revealed, he therefore chofe that the 
bill fhould hold the é2t/e but not the e/ate. 

In addition to thefe a€ts, whofe operation 
can hardly fail to affe& the very exiftence of 
public credit, there are Certain other corrob- 
orating proofs of a plain and unequivocal na- 
ture. Thefe are manitefted in that bi:ter 
vindiétive {pirit towards public creditors, 
which has, till the epoch of inaugural {peech- 
es chara€terifed the prefent adminiftration and 
its adherents. They have been denounced as 
{peculators, ufurers and Jews, and held up 
as objetis fo odious, that to cheat them would 
almoft be deemed a virtue. What then is 
the true value of an official promife, intended 
to footh the public mind, under its fears, 
when balanced with thofe declarations, made 
without any poflible motives of concealment, 
inthe very gall of thofe feelings which muft 
now be difguifed ? What confidence can we 
repofe in one promife, which is /an@ioned 
by the violation of another? Alas, they .are 
made of fuch fluff as dreams are, mere bau- 
bles thrown out to amnfe children. 

Wedo not wifhto multiply dangers, or 
arraign the meafures of government unjuftly. 
We thould be glad to know that our appre- 
henfions were ill founded ; but when we laok 
around us-and find nothing but proteffidns 
and promifes, renewed as often as they are 
broken, we contefs our confidence droops. 

We remember that the economifts and re- 
formers of France, when about to feize upon 
the property of the Church, made the moft 
folemn promi/es to provide for the fupport 
of religion. We remember too, that they did 
feize the property, and we leave it to certain 
of our own philofophers to inform us in what 
manner religion received its promifed fup- 
port in France.

The civil, commercial, judicial, and criminal 
codes are to be laid before them ; but the manner in 
which they will be submitted for discussion, will differ 
from the mode adopted when the civil code was last 
presented to the legislature.

poet and the artist ; but this will be the first time thar 
heroism in civil offices is to be paid by military hon- 
ors, that are nothing in the eyes of reason, if not 
If the oath reqaired of this corps 
was necessary for the security of our rights, it should 
be taken by the army in general, and by all Frenchmen 
If it be superfluous, it can only tend to call in ques- 
tion that equality which the laws consecrate, which is 
dear to all Frenchmen, which was introduced by our 
manners for half a century past, and which was rather 
acknowledged thai required in 1789. Such a corpora- 
tion as this would partake of the vices of Noblesse, on 
account of the distinction conferred upon it; it would, 
like the clergy, possess itself of estates in the mort- 
}main, and would, like them, continue as separate in 
the State.. The authors of the plan represented this 
institution as a useful intermediary between the pow- 
er of the government and the public opinion; such 
doctrine is altogether unconstitutional ; in a represen- 
tative Government the constituted authorities are the 
only intermediates between the government and the 
Pecple. In France, it is the tribunate, the Senate and 
the Legislative Body that are the constitu ional inter- 
mediates. In order to pay the great debt of national 
gratitude it may be necessary to strike out a new coin, 
but this coin however should not be struck .at the ex- 


pence of the French people. He voted for rejecting 
it.

REPORTED ATTEMPT ON BONAPARTE. 

A most extraordinary report has been brought from 
Calais, by a vessel which arrived at Dover last night. 
It is, that the life of Bonaparte das been again atiempt- 
ed. The atiempt is said to have been made upon the 
Parade at Quintidi review. The conspirators surround- 
ed him, and stabbed him. Happily the wound was 


slight ; an Aide-de-Camp, however, near him, was 
mortally wounded. 


We give this as a ramour, without pledging ourselves 
in the slightest degree for its authenticity. It may be 
only an echo of a report circulated here some days ago, 
on the authority of some private accounts from Paris, 
which mentioned, that a conspiracy against Bonaparte’s 
life had been planned, but had been discovered.

Virginia an elegant sword and pair of pistols, as testi- 
monials of the exalted opinion they entertained of his 
great military genius. 

It is with emotions of the deepest regret, that we an- 
nounce to the public, the death of Capt. Bernarp 
MaGeEe, who fell a victim to the malicious and undis- 
criminating vengeance of the barbarians on the N. W. 
Coast of America.—As nearly as we can ccllect, the 
following are the circumstances of this disastrous event. 
It appears, that after having been some time on the 
coast, Capt. Magee steered his ship fer a small cove, 
where he had been informed capt. Swift, in the ship 
Hazard, had remained the previous winter. On his 
arrival here, three natives came on board his ship, and 
with signs of the greatest friendship offered to conduct 
him to the spot where capt. Swift had wintered. This 
they punctually performed, and with the appearance of 
much satisfaction pointed out two log-houses captain 
Swift had erected.—Here the ship lap in apparent se- 
curity for two days ; but on the third, being the 16th 
of Sep’. last, a canoe with four natives came along 
side. They we e taken on board, and treated with ev- 
ery mark of hospisality. After a friendly repast, in the 
afternoon capt. Magee with his boy went on shore to 
inspect the repairs of a boat. He was soon followed 
by these savages, who, on landing, fired a pistol at the 
carpenter, which wounded him in his hip, stabbed the 
boy in three places, and seizing the unfortunate Cap- 
tain inflicted a severe and mortal wound. As soon as 
intelligence of this disaster reached the ship, a boat 
well manned and armed was detached to his relief, but 
arrived too late to do any other service than to put the 
perpetrators to flight, and to carry him on board, and 
administer all the comfort which could be afforded in 
He expired with great resolution, 
and the most pions resignation, breathing his last sighs 
in expressions of tenderness for his nearest friend.— 
The whole must have been a concerted plan, originating 
in a quarrel which a little time before had taken place 
between the natives and the crews of some American 
vessels on the Coast, manifested on both sides with 
much rancour, and in acts of cruelty, which consider- 
ing the superior intelligence of our countrymen, can- 
not but-be viewed as extremely reprehensible. 

The ship remained in the utmost hazard of being cut 
off, having received several discharges of musketry 
from the shore, which killed one man, and wounded 
another ; but by the unremitting and spirited exertions 
of the officers and crew, and favored by the darkness 
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of the night, they effected their escape without any 
further accident. We learn that the carpenter recov- 
ered of his wound, but the boy died. These losses 
were afterwards supplied from two ships they fell in 
with on the coast, belonging to Mr. Dorr, from whom 
they received the most humane treatment, and deriv- 
ed all the assistance the nature cf their situation de.
